Hard Battle in Italy

hotel rose; and it was clear that 
the golden age of those who cater 
for the holiday traffic was over 
for the time being. For ourselves, 
we believe that the hotel-keepers 
could—and, in their own “ long 
term ” interest, ought to—have 
raised their charges in strict keep- 
ing with this new scale of costs; 
and, indeed, most of the best hotels 
have contented themselves with a 
reasonable addition to their rates. 
Unfortunately, there have been 
some blae: sheep which have 
brought, »ccording to yesterday’s 
meeting, discredit upon the whole 
flock. This summer saw an un- 
precedented irruption of visitors 
from Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain into the twenty-six 
counties. They had moriey to 
spend, and certain hotels made 
certain that they would spend it. 
Those hotels raised their charges 
to outrageous heights; they asked 
money out of all proportion to 
the services which they offered, 
or to the increase in their 
costs; and, as Mr. Thomas Condon, 
the outgoing president of the 
I.T.A., declared yesterday, the 
number of complaints by visitors 
has caused a great deal of concern. 
The pity of it is that these diva- 
gations from decency—one may 
say, from honesty—do almost 
incalculable harm to the Irish 
tourist industry as a whole. We 
are confident that most of the 
Irish hotels and_boarding-houses 
have behaved themselves well, and 
have not succumbed to the tempja- 
tion of easy money: as we hope, 
they will be repaid for their 
moderation in the future. Never- 
theless, certain resorts are bound to 
suffer. Ill will be spoken of them 


whose citizens were overcharged ; 
ill will be spoken of them at home, 
where the artificially raised scale 
of charges may deter citizens of the 
twenty-six counties from making 
application for bookings next year. 
The decent hotels suffer with the 
rest. They will profit in the end, 
but for the moment they must be 
subject to all\ the unpleasant 
generalities which centre around 
a holiday resort in which one un- 
patriotic, grasping and short- 
sighted establishment has been the 
inspiration of whispers. 

Mr. Sean Lemass tool: full stock 
of these complaints at yesterday’s 
meeting, and promised that there 
would be no further occasion for 
them. As we read his speech, a 
hotel in future will be compelled 
by law to publish its scale of 
charges, and to adhere to that 
scale.

OBITUARY 
THE REV. V, BYRNE, S.J. 


The death has occurred at Mill- 
town Park the Rev. Vincent 
Byrne, S.J., at. the age of 95. He 
was the oldest sation of the Jesuit 
community. He was born in Dublin 
in 1848, and educated at Belvedere 
College. He entered the Society of 
Jesus at Milltown Park in 1866, and 
later studied in Rome and Germany. 
He was ordained pr riest in the private 
bail of the Archbishop of Munich, 
in 1880.
